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MRS. MARY LOGAN 
PASSES AWAY IN KORI 

Lovely Character Succumbs 
Far-Oflf Land Where She J 
Worked Fop Her Master , 
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A cablegram to Mr. Lcwi^f N. 
Ncale on Wednesday, conveyed 
to the family and friends of this 
community, the 'news of the 
death of Mrs. Mary Lee Logan, 
widow of Dr. J. V. Logan, in the 
Severance Hospital at Seoul, 
Korea, on Sunday, Dec. 7, 1919. 
The news was not wholly unex- 
pected since a cable on Nov. 18th 
to her brother, Mr. Newland, 
Jones, of Phoenix, Arizona, had 
told of her serious illness, 'and a 
letter to her sister, Mrs. 13. How- 
ard Ncale, written from the 
Severance Hospital, had stated 
that she was among friends, wa 
attended by English nurses and 
doctors and was having every at- 
tention and kindness that could 
be extended her: 

It will not be known until 
later whether it was her wish to 
be buried in the beautiful ceme- 
tery of the Missionaries in Korea 
or that her body be returned to 
Richmond to sleep with her very 
own in the cemetery here. 

Mrs. Logan was born Sept. 
17, 1856 and was therefore in 
ncr 6tth year. She was the 
younger daughter of the late 
Newland Jones and his wife, 
Mary J. Peyton, wealthy and 
prominent citizens' of Madison 
county, in their day. On both 
sides she was descended from 
families who Aavc contributed 
much to Madison county since 
pioneer days and who occupied 
prominent positions in both state 
and church in the colonial his- 
tory of Virginia. She was giftci 
with beauty and charm, broad h 
sympathies, generous impulses 
and noble ideals, all of which, en- 
abled her to carve out f«r herself 
an unusual life of beautiful ser- 
vice. 

In early girlhood, she was mar- 
ried to Dr. J. P. Herndon and 
their home, one of the mosl

beautiful at that time in Rich 
mond, was noted for its hospi- 
tality and the njany delightful 
guests who came and went. Dr 
Herndon died in 1891 and after 
several years of widowhood, she 
was united in marriage to Dr. 
J. V. Logan, President of Central 
University of Kentucky. Thru 
all of the years her life was given 
in a most useful manner in visit- 
ing the sick, comforting the be- 
reaved, helping the poor, and in- 
spiring the young. Her special 
work seemed to be to furnish in- 
spiration to the students at Cch- 
tral University and to help them 
in finding the careers for which 
they were fitted in life. To these 
young men, now in tlte midst of 
life's service, the news of her 
death will come with peculiar 
sadness. 

After the death ut Dr. Logan 
iii 1908, M rs - Logan determined 
to give the remainder of her lift 
to the foreign- mission work of 
her church, and in February, 
1909, she sailed for Korea, to be- 
come a part of the Presbyterian 
Mission there. She established 
her own home, had her owr 
trained servants, learned the 
language of the Koreans, 
and in the eleven years, has 
accomplished a great work for 
her Master, among the heathen 
women and children of Korea 
Many friends from the United 
States have visited her in her 
home there, among them Miss 
Belle Bennett and Miss Belle 
Breck, formerly of Richmond. 
Mrs. Broadhcad, of Versailles, 
now in Japan, was to have been 
her guest in the near future. 

She is survived by one sister 
Mrs. B. H. Ncale, and one 
brother, Mr. Newland Jones,' of 
Arizona. Her memory wfll ever 
be cherished by not only her fani- 
ilyi 'but by a host of friends and 
relatives throughout the coun- 
try. It has been given to but 
few to achieve so many of life's 
ideals. 

"Her genius may be found in her 

living work;

Not very long ago, nice, well- 
dressed men in big, high-powered 
cars drove through the country pre- 
senting a scheme to upset the "im- 
plement trust." A million farmers 
could build a huge factury, get 
large dividends on the stock and buy 
farm machinery much cheaper than 
the local dealer could sell it. 

"We don't want your money"- -it's 
always easier to get a note than cash 
— "just your note due in six monthV' 
Thousands of fanners gave their 
notes and have since paid them. They 
have .some of the prettiest green-and 
-gold stock certificates ever engraved, 
but that's all — the scheme never got 
much beyond the stock-selling stage. 
It is not likely that any ban!; ' 
would have advised a customer t;: 
invest in such a proposition. 

"I know one fanner who paid 
$1500 for 100 shares of stock which 
he bought through an agent. I 
bought 100 shares of the same stock 
through our Kansas City broker for 
$476-00," said G. W. Hanna, presi- 
dent of the People's Hank at Clay 
Center, Kansas. Scores of such cases 
have come to his attention. 

A farmer was talked into signing 
up for $2000 worth of stock in a new 
oil company. He worried all night 
over the deal and next morning hur- 
ried round to his bank. The banker 
Was quite sure that stock would never 
pay any dividends, but is war. too 
late for him to lend a helping hand; 
the farmer hail given a check and a 
note. 

it isn't only in the country that 
people are taking long chances in the 
hope of getting rich quick; the news- 
papers are full of stories of city per- 
pie who have fallen under the. lurt 
of the big dividend.

INTERCHURCH 

MEETING CLOSES 

Three-Day Training Conference 
Addressed By Various 
Speakers 

Lexington, Ky, Dec. 10 — The three- 
day training conference of the Inter- 
church World Movement at Central 
Christian church which has been at 
tended by laymen and ministers from 
many Protestant churches of Central 
and Eastern Kentuoky came to a close 
this afternoon. 

This evening there was a special 
conference between the Rev. Arthur 
0. Stdckbridge, of Baltimore, rural 
supervisor of the Intcrchurch organi- 
zation and representatives from each 
county in this section who are con- 
ducting county surveys. The sur- 
vey now in progress is very thoro 
in its nature and includes social and 
economic, as well as religious, con- 
ditions. . 

A conference similar to the one just 
closed in Lexington is to be held in 
Louisville, Dec. IT, 18, and 19. The 
team of instructors there will be J. 
W. Cochran, of Detroit; George C. 
Maby, of Philadelphia; F. W. Burn- 
am, of Cincinnati, J. Campbell 
White, Mrs. Helen Montgomery, of 
Rochester, N. Y.; David McConaughy, 
of New York City; and Mrs- E. H. 
Silvcrthornc, of Chicago. 

This morning Dr. McConaughy dis- 
cussed the question of stewardship 
and Dr. E. J. Culbrcth, had as his sub- 
ject "The Enlistment and Training of 
Life". This afternoon Dr. W. S. Locic- 
hart spoke on "The Enlargement and 
Adaptation of Denominational Pro- 
grama," and Dr. McConaughy closed 
the conference with an address on 
the "The Organization of the Indivi- 
dual Church." 

At the session Tuesday evening th': 
Rev. Joseph Vance lectured upon thr 
question of education. Seme of the 
interesting statements he made fol- 
low: 

"America must learn how to make 
intelligence and rigteousnoss co-ex- 
tensive. In some ways we must put 
the religious quality into our school- 
ing, from kindcrgarden to university, 
and give spiritual significance and 
God consiciousness to our whole edu- 
cative process. 

"To meet this need, the Interchurcl 
.Movement is creating., an adequate 
program. Some of its. salient fea- 
tures are:_ 

"1— to secure and train an army 
of religious teachers, both profes- 
sional an<rj voluntary. 

"2 — To create a curriculum for all 
grades of j church schools, and both 
trongthen.and utilize the education- 
al program of each local church. 

"cV»-To accompany this with par- 
ental training bourses in the home." 

"4 — To establish week-day and 
vacation time schools of religion, and 
bring both parents and pupils to re- 
gard this part of their eduction as of 
first importance- 

"5 — To create community progress 
of religious education thru which the 
church will use music, art, drama and 
play as agencies to spiritualize the 
•deals of the whole community."
